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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-12 and 24-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Blecher et al. (US 4395347) in view of Lupien et al. (US 4103685). 

Blecher discloses a blood drawing system comprising a first conduit 48 through which 
blood drawn from a blood vessel can flow, said first conduit having a closure member 70, 
wherein the closure member of the first conduit is an exteriorly-operable clamp for selectively 
closing the first conduit at a closure site thereof; a first collection vessel 58 for receiving blood; 
a hollow-shaft member 68, wherein the hollow shaft member is a needle, a second conduit 54 
having a first end in fluid communication with the first conduit and a second end in fluid 
communication with the first collection vessel; and a third conduit 60 having a first end in 
communication with the first conduit and a second end in communication with the hollow shaft 
member, whereby closing the first conduit allows liquid transfer from the first collection vessel 
through the hollow shaft member upon positive pressure application to the first collection vessel. 
Blecher does not explicitly disclose using a syringe as the collection vessel, wherein the syringe 
has an exteriorly-operable pressure controller in the form of a plunger, for application of 
negative or positive pressure within said syringe. 
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Lupien discloses blood drawing system comprising: a first conduit through which blood 
drawn from a blood vessel can flow, a syringe for receiving blood and having an exteriorly- 
operable plunger for application of negative or positive pressure within the syringe. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, in view 
of Lupien, to modify the device of Blecher to use a syringe as the collection vessel when 
collecting blood from a small child or when a small volume of blood is needed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-23, and 30 are allowed.
